Gino Severini: 
From Futurism to Classicism 


Gino Severini first exhibited in 
London in 1913, when he was 
just 30. The show was a suces 
de scandale, provoking critical 
acclaim and bewilderment in 
equal measure. The years 
between 1910 and 1920 were a 
key decade in Severini’s career: 
he was living and working in Paris, at the hub of political and 
artistic upheaval; his friends were avant-garde artists and poets 
such as Braque, Picasso, Dufy and Léger. The Estorick exhibition 
focuses on Severini’s work in this exciting decade, from his 
post-Impressionist canvases of the Paris cityscape, through key 
works of his Futurist period, to his adoption of Cubism. It draws 
on the full range of his subject matter: dancers, abstractions, 
urban scenes, war images, portraits and still lifes. Fascinating 
both for Severini’s creativity and originality and as a parallel to 
the direction taken by his contemporaries.

It’s the end of the last summer season this century and some of 
London's hit shows are closing. Theatre editor Michael Leech 
has the lowdown on what’s coming off and what's coming up 


The big news this month is the closure of 
Miss Saigon. This magnet of a musical has 
been a sell-out at Drury Lane, London's 
grandest theatre, for 10 years, and you have 
until October 30 to see it. The show, a 
rehash of yet another opera story (this one 
Madame Butterfly), is a lurid picture of life in 
American-occupied Vietnam, the chaos of 
the end of the war and the story of the 
loving Vietnamese girl the US soldier left 
behind. It's renowned for its colossal effects 
(like the extraordinary helicopter descent) 
and dramatic crowd scenes. During the 
winter, this historic theatre will be closed, 
renovated and redecorated, in preparation 
for a production of The Witches of 
Eastwick which comes on in spring 2000. 
Drury Lane Theatre, Catherine Street, W2;

It's also your last chance to see Lenny at the 
Queen’s Theatre (Shaftesbury Avenue, W1; 
0171 494 5040). Eddie Izzard provides a 
mesmeric performance in this play by Julian 
Barry. His Lenny is brash, brave and bouyant. 
A legend in his lifetime, the strange, 
compelling Lenny Bruce was one of those 
sparklers of the ‘sixties. In this revival of a 
Broadway play, you are transported to a 
time when he constantly made news for 
his rough life, his behaviour, his vulgarity, 
his drugs. He was a genuine breath of 
foul air who certainly opened up the 
stage to a weird world. A part to 

needle anyone, and Eddie Izzard does 
just that. The show is due to close 

Oct 16. 


This month also provides a chance to 
see some top-ranking artists. The great 
Chita Rivera is on stage in Chicago until 
Oct 9, playing the role of Roxie. She may 
be in her 60s, but the Toronto Sun said 
of her in the lead role: “The name on 
everybody's lips is Chita! She has 
Chicago sizzlin’.” Catch her if you can 
at the Adelphi Theatre (Strand, WC2; 
0171 344 0055).

And plays coming on? Look out for Quartet, 


Ronald Harwood's new play about the 
residents of a home for retired opera singers 
and musicians, on at the Albery (St Martin's 
Lane, WC2; 0171 369 1740) throughout 
October. Alan Ayckbourne directs his new 
play, Comic Potential, which opens at the 
Lyric (Shaftesbury Avenue, W1; 0171 494 
5045) on 13 Oct. It’s a comedy, set in the 
near future when soap stars have been 
replaced by ‘actoids’ — pre-programmed 
acting androids. And there’s a new version 
of Gorky's 1904 Summerfolk running in rep 
at the Lyttelton (National Theatre, 
South Bank, SE1; 0171 452 
3000). Directed by Trevor Nunn, 
the play traces the undercurrents 
of strain among a group of friends 
on holiday. Finally, there are two 
new don’t-miss musicals. The 
Pajama Game, which runs from 
21 Sept at the Victoria Palace 
(Victoria Street, SW1; 0171 834 
1317), is a new production of 
the 1954 musical comedy. And 
The Lion King, a much- 
anticipated stage adaptation of 
the Disney film which won six 
© Tony Awards for its Broadway 
run, opens in London on 19 Oct.

The Reduced Shakespeare Company 


If you shudder at the name Shakespeare, then the Complete Works of 
William Shakespeare (Abridged) is the show for you. Bright, brash, 
very American, very funny, this hit show has been filling seats at this 
central theatre for some time with its fast knockabout freshness and 
wild sense of fun. The satire is very clever, as three guys improvise, 
wisecrack and barge in and out of the audience. It’s all highly physical 
and the actors have enormous fun playing their parts. They work as a 
team, but the three can change, so you may not see the ones | saw; 
however, Kyle Dadd is around for a while and he is a very talented 
comedian. On Tuesday evenings, these crazy boys bite into something 
quite different, yet still served up in their own distinctive zany style, as 
they pitch into history. Lots of mugging and masquerading as they 
explore their own off-the-wall view of the story of the USA, The 
Complete History of America (Abridged). After this, or a merry mix of 
minced-up bard, you may even want to see the real thing afterwards 
and, with the Royal Shakespeare Company due back at the Barbican 
soon, London has the best opportunities.

Figaro’s Wedding 


If you have never been to the opera, but are ready to take the plunge, 
start off with the English National Opera’s production of Le Nozze de 
Figaro this month. This is the Italian name but, as the title suggests, 
with the ENO you get opera in English, making it easier if this is your 
first time. And there’s a superb Mozart score, too. This light soufflé of 
a comedy opera is set in Spain at the castle of a philandering count. It's 
the day of his manservant's wedding to Susanna and, through a riot of 
entanglements, it spins several stories. The arias are famous, and 
beautifully sung in this production. The cast is headed by Janice 
Watson as the countess and Steven Page as Figaro. This production has 
been restaged by Emma Jenkins, and Richard Hudson's sumptuous 
18th-century designs are part of the pleasure. The Coliseum is a grand 
theatre, and you can order supper before the show. Note that there's a 
great deal to attract new opera buffs: only £5 for two seats sold from 
10.00 on the morning of the performance.

1797. Choose from the well-known hard cheeses — 
Cheddar, Red Leicester and Gloucester — or from 
those that are moist and crumbly in texture: 
Caerphilly, created for Welsh coal miners; 
Wensleydale, first made by monks in the 11th 
century; Cheshire, Britain’s oldest cheese; and the 
sweet Lancashire. And don’t forget the king of 
British cheeses, the rich and creamy blue Stilton, 
production of which is limited strictly to 
Nottinghamshire, Derbyshire and Leicestershire. 


Also watch for artisan cheeses made from ewe’s 
milk, goat's milk and even buffalo’s milk, produced 
by individual farms. 


Cheese needs bread and British bread has never 
been better, thanks in part to the influence of 
Continental bakers. Follow the aroma of rising 
yeast to Carluccio’s (28A Neal Street, WC2; 0171 
240 1487), where famous TV chef and author 
Antonio Carluccio serves up an assortment of good 
breads. Breads with added apricots, olives, oatmeal 
and pesto are too difficult to choose between — 
have a party and buy the lot. 


With the deliciously dishevelled look of a typical 
French patisserie, Baker & Spice (46 Walton Street, 
SW3; 0171 589 4734), has incredibly alluring 
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breads. The cracked-crusted-top pain de mie is 
sweet, and great with creamy sweet cheese or 
honey. The San Francisco sour dough is fairly 
authentic and the fennel stick covered in seeds is 
chewy and aromatic. The pastries use only high- 
quality fresh and seasonal ingredients. 


Food from the former British Empire has long been 
incorporated into the national cuisine. The 
Tamarind Fine Foods range has been concocted 
by the award-winning Tamarind Restaurant of 
Mayfair.

riginally a suburb of the Roman City of 

Londinium, Southwark is a fascinating borough 

— particularly the small, but significant, stretch 
along the Thames between London and Blackfriars 
Bridges known as Bankside. Begin with a visit to the 
venerable Southwark Cathedral. 


At the foot of London Bridge, dwarfed by railway lines 
and sunk below the level of neighbouring modern 
streets, the cathedral exudes a timeless charm. Although 
the current building is predominantly Gothic, it has been 
rebuilt many times since starting life as a parish church in 
the seventh century. The Domesday Book reveals that a 
cathedral stood on this site in the 11th century; traces of 
Norman work that survived the fire of 1212 can still be 
seen in the internal arch of one of the doorways, and 
broken fragments dating back to the fourth century have 
been found on the site. 


William Shakespeare reputedly worshiped here, and 
there is a rare statue of the bard reclining in a rather 
seductive pose; his younger brother, Edmund, is buried in 
the churchyard. You'll be enchanted by the classical 
music that fills the cathedral during the frequent 
Lunchtime Music Recitals — catch one if you can (call 
0171 367 6712 for more information). 


There are plenty of cafes in this area for a sandwich or a 
quick cup of tea. If you want a laid-back lunch, the 
newly opened Fish! is highly rated, offering a diner, shop 
and take-away service for fishy delights (Cathedral Street, 
SE1; 0171 836 3236).

Much of the land on this side of the river belonged to 
the medieval Bishop of Winchester. All that remains of 
the magnificent 13th-century Bishop's Palace is the 
13ft-wide Rose window, discovered in 1814 when a 
warehouse burned down, which you can see as you 
walk west from the cathedral. (Once at the riverside, 
watch for the replica of Sir Francis Drake's ship, the 
Golden Hind. Children might be amused by a mini-tour 
of the ship, led by a jolly guide in period costume.) 


Just beyond the Palace remains is the Clink Exhibition — 
one of the capital's more offbeat, not to say macabre 
museums — on the site of the notorious medieval jail 
(Clink Street, SE1; 0171 378 1558). The Clink was the 
Bishop of Winchester’s private prison: for over 400 years, 
challengers to the Bishops’ extortion or prostitution 
rackets were locked up in gruesome conditions. 


Return to reality with a glass of wine at Vinopolis (Park 
Street, SE1; 0870 4444777), London's newest attraction. 
The Grand Tasting Hall allows you to sample premium 
quality wines from all over the world, and the Wine 
Odyssey offers a grand tour of the world’s wine cultures. 
There are also themed rooms, a gallery, a large shopping 
hall and restaurants catering for all tastes and budgets. 


Refreshed, pop into the exhibition linked to the 
excavation of the remains of the Rose Theatre, 
Bankside’s first playhouse, built in 1587 (56 Park Street, 
SE1; 0171 593 0026). All of Christopher Marlowe's plays 
were performed at the Rose, and some of young Will 
Shakespeare's, and the light-and-sound show truly brings 
the story of this theatre to life. 


Cross under Southwark Bridge onto the riverside Jubilee 
Walkway and back to the 16th century. Nestling 
opposite the Bankside Pier is Shakespeare's Globe 
Theatre, a faithful reconstruction of the original Globe. 
The Shakespeare's Globe Exhibition (New Globe Walk, 
SE1) talks you through the history and takes you on a 
tour of the theatre, but there are no more performances 
again until next summer (call 0171 401 9919 for more 
information). 


Southwark’s Bankside will be on every visitor's 
must-see list once the new Tate Gallery (in the former 
Bankside Power Station) and Millennium footbridge 
crossing the Thames to St Paul's open in spring, 2000. 
Beat the crowds and go now.
